cures, 'There are two wayes by which, Judgment may be gi. 
ven hercin : The one Aſtrologically by a Figure of twelve 
Houſes, which is accounted to he the moſt aſlured and ex- 
atteſt way:the other is by theMoon according as ſhe is afflicted 
by the malevolent Planets, having regard to rhe ſigns or con- 
ſtellations, wherein ſhe was afflicted, at the time of decum- 
birure: This way may ſerve generally in acute diſeaſcs, and 
I do find by my daily practice, that one ſhall ſeldom err 
herein, hut in caſe of ſuch Diſeaſes, wl:1th are natural from 
the birth, or hare been of very long ſtanding, or more eſpeci- 
cially, if there beany ſuſpition of Witchcrafr, a Figure of 
twelve houſes is moſt rational I ſhall brietly ſhew the way of 
both : Butin regard a Figure of rwelve Houſes and the aſtro- 
logical way in giving judgement thereupon may ſeem dith- 
culr :t the firſt, eſpecially unto rhaſe, who have never for- 
merly read or ſtudied any whit in this Science : And farther 
conſidering that many, who are well willers hereunto either 
may want rime, or be unwilling to take the pains herein, 
way negle& rhe ſtudy hereof, and ſo this my writing may 
prove uſcleſſe unto them, TI have for the ſatisfation and in- 
couragement of all well willers unto rhis ſtudy and praQtice 
of Phvſick, ſer forth one general way in giving judgment, 
cirher by the Moon aftlifted in acute diſcaſes, which termi- 
natc in a'month, or by the Sun in Chronick diſeaſes, which 
arc of ahove a months ſtanding: This being,the very way of my 
own daily po and experience for many, years, wherein 
you ſhall ſeldome or never fail, eſpecially in aoutEdiſc 
for other Chronick and long laſting zrich Here will be 
time allotted to conſider of them : The truths

The truth is life and death isin the hands 
of God., and whatſoever ſtars foreſhew, yer he by his power 
and bleſſing vpon the means uſed can preſerye life, when he 
pleaſerh, wherefore the ſick ought not at any time to deſpair, 
Forl my ſelf have oft times recovered my Patient having our

Patient, is firſt by the cime of falling ill, or moſt properly, 
when the patients firſt berake them to their bed, which we 
call the rime of decumbirure : Burt if that may not be had, 
as ſometimes 'twill fall our, eſpecially in Chronick grief, 
then you muſt take the time, when the urin is firſt brovghy, 
or the rime of any ſtrong fit, if any be. Or the time when 
you firſt viſit the patient, provided alwayes that you ſo ys 
ry your aſcendant, that ir together with irs Lord may ex. 
aRly perſonate the ſick, without which no true judgment can 
be given, by reaſon the Aſcendant, fourth, ſixth, eighth, and 
ewelfch Houſes are concerned, now if you fail in the firſt, 
there can he no certainty in the reſt, how to know wha 
bodily ſhape belongerh unto each Figure, and planet is ſhey, 
ed elſewhere in this Book : for the better. underſtanding 
hereof I ſhall inſert one example as followeth, A friend «

time when the urine is brought, or when you pa to viſit the 
patient ) that the Alcendant together with its Lord may ex- 
attly perſonate the Sick , for if neither the aſcendant nor 
the Lord thereof doth agree in ſhape. complexion, and 
hair with the bbdy of the Sick, you cannot ſatcly give judge- 
ment by a fignre of rwelve houſes, eſpecially in many infir- 
miries, as I have often experienced; for the fiſt, fourth, 
fixth, cighth, and twelfth houſes will be eſpecially concern- 
ed therein 3 wherefore if you fail in the firſt foundation, 
the whole building muſt needs be obſtrutted and out of 
order.

planet Mercury repreſents one of an uprighr and call ſtacure, 
ſpare body, long face and noſe, of a dark ſwarthy coinple- 
* xion, and .ſad hair : Alſo the fign Gemini ſignifies a call 
body, a dark and obſcure complexion, and ſad or black 
hair. I copld inſtance many more, wherecfore adviſe all 
practitioners in this art” ſo to vary their aſcendant, that ir 
rogether with irs Lord or planet pofited in the aſcendanrt 
may exa&ly perſonate the Sick, without which no true judp- 
ment can be given eſpecially in many chronick griefs or in- 
firmiries, and in caſe of Witchcraft and Sorcery.

' Thoſe who take their bed, when the Moon is in Libra of $4- 
turn or Mercury oppreſled ſhall be troubled with pains of the 
head, breaſt, and ſtomach diſaftetted ; the cough, hoarſneſs , 
and diſtillation ofrhuems ſhall affli& them, and loſle of Appe- 
tire, ſmall fevers croubling them by night, ofr-rimes great pains 
in their joynts, knees, and thighs:alſo ſome defe& in their reins, 
kidneys, and bladder. The cauſe is originally from ſurfeting 
or glutton and meat not fully digeſted or excefs of Venery, 


The Moorr in Scorpio of Saturn or Mercury oppreſſed.

Thoſe who take their hed rhe Moon being in the ſign Aquary of 
Saturn or Mercury affiifted, ſhall be troubled with much melan- 
choly, winds coapulated in the veins, the malady ceaſerh on 
them unequally with remiſſion and intenfſion, their heads pain- 
ed with wind or noiſe. Alſo troubled with faint fits or paſ- 
fon of the heart, ſomerimes a ſore throat, or troubled witha 
riſing there, heinz in danger of ſuffocation. The cauſe is

The way to make Syrups 


Take the Roſes, herbs or flowers, ahd bruiſe them, put thery 
into a convenient quantity of fair water, my uſual doſe is a- 
bour three pints of waterro a pound of tlowers, roſes, or 
herbs : let the water be hot, and let irſtand with the herbs 
or flowers in it, about twelve hours, then ſtrain it and infuſe 
more of the ſame herbs or flowers, and heat more water 
and put unto it ; you muſt ſometimes infuſe the roſes, herbs, 
or flowers whole without bruiſing ro make ithave the ſmell 
of the plant : The more of the rotes, herbs, or flowers you 
do infuſe into the. liquor, the ſtronger it will be, and the 
ofrner you do infuſe the berrer : The laſt infuſions I uſual- 
ly boil, and then gently ſtrain it, and to every pint of li- 
quor add a pound of the beft Sugarat theleaſt, you muſt 
cimber it over the fire, until it be a Syrup, you may know 
when "tis enough by cooling ſome in a ſpoon, when 'tis 
made you muſt keep ir in glafſes or ſtone pors, bound over| 
onely with paper, or ſuch like , you muſt not ſtop it cloſe 
with cork, leaſt it break the glaſs, : 


C,cerning Lobochs or Lambatives the making and uſe. 


Having made your cle&ion of ſuch herbs, which are of vir- 
tue to cure, ſuch inward defe&ts required, ſhread and boil 
them by way of decoRion, and when you have ſtrain'd it, 
put twice its wait of honey or ſuger, and (0 boil it to a Lohoch, 
which is ſomewhag, thicker than a Syrup, if the griefbe of » 
flegme, then honey is beſt, Theſe lambecives are vſu- 
ally raken with a liquoriſh ſtick. And are moſt uſually 
taken for inflamations and ulcers in the lungs, Coughs, 
Aſthmace ' 
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Aſthmaes and difficulty of breath, and ſuch like infirmities. 


Concerging Pils their ma%zjng an4 uſe. 


All kinds of Pils are made onely by beating the ſubſtantial 
matter intoa powder, and ſo with ſyrup (or little gum Traga- 
canth diſlolved in diſtilled water ) made up into Pils, They 
are uſually taken at night. If it be one y to caule the Pati- 
ent rogo coftool the next «ay, then ſo much alloes as will 

\heapon a two pence for a ſtrong body or leſs for a weak bo. 
dy mixt with a lictle mirrh and (affron will be enough, theſe 
Pils arc a!lo good for the head and ſtomach. There are ma- 
ny forts of Pil. made tor ſeveral infirmities, as you may find 
inthe London Diſpentatory, unto, which I ſhall refer you. 1 
confeſs I (jeldom uſe any Pils, except whar I have mentioned 
for I tind the Aſtrological way of cure by herbs doth ( if 
rightly applycd ) cure all diſtempers, and griefs whatſoever, 
looſen the body and alay any pain of the head, and the like 
as you ſhall find in this hook, yer ſomerimes when the pa- 
tient is bound in body and the deſtemper requireth a deco- 
ftion made of ſuch herbs, which are commonly heating, and 
ſo for the moſi vart binding, ſuch as are palperations, con- 
vulfions . paltics}, apoplexies, and ſuch lIike, Then I uſual. 
ly give the Patient Pils at night made as aforeſaid, if need 
Tequire. 


Comceraing Glyſters. 


If the Patient be much affli&ed in the belly and Guts, or 
is very coſtive in body, as ſometimes it will fall out, more e- 
ſpecially when the grief requireth herbs heating and binding 
to work their cure, then 1 uſually apply Gliſters and oint- 
ments made of iuch herbs, whichare antiparhetical co the at- 
fliting Planer : Burt moſt eſpecially ſuch herbs, which rc 
good to comfort the heart, to expell poiſon, and cleanſe the 
Gurs. Alſo you muſt be careful thar the herbs be gathered 
ar the right planerary hours, not omirting their numders 
which helongeth to each Planet. When you have gotten the 
herbs rogether, ſhred them (mall, and hoil chem in milk, to- 
gether with ſuch ſceds and roots, which are good to expell 


winds, abour a pint and a half of milk boiled until it be near 
half waſted will be enough, for any reaſonable man or wo- 
ian ; after irs boil'd and fſtraiu'd I uſually pur into it three 
or four ſpoonfnls of ſaller oyle, and a ſpoontal of hony or 


courſc ſugar, And (o give it the Patient blood warin, But 
my 
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tny uſual way is firſt ro pive che Patient a ſuppoſitory 0 
Sal-Gem. to bring them firſt ro ſtocl, by which means I find 
the Glyſter worketh the more effe&ua] upon the humour 
offending. For many times if no ſuppoſitory be firſt given the 
pliſters, will not ſtay, by reaſon the Patient cannot keep them 
in their body. | 


Concerning Fumes. 


If the head and brain be diſaffe&ed by reaſon of ſuperflu- 
ous moiſture, then fumes are proper to be uſed by reaſon they 
have a drying quality, provided they be made antipatherical 
unto the affliting planer, you muſt ſhred, bruiſe, and dr 
thoſe herbs, plants, or roots, which you intend co uſe, and fo 
bring them into powder, and when you intend to fume their 
heads pur ſome of this powder upon hot coles, and let the 
Patients hold their heads over it, twice a day is enough, viz. 
morning and evening, They muſt he carcful to keep their 
head and feet warm. 


Concerning Suffumigation (« 


If the head and brain be diſaffeFed by reaſon of preat 
drought, he it hot or cold drouphe, you mv{t rake choice 
of ſuch herbs according unto their verrues and numbers, 
which are antipathetical unto rhe affiting Planer, ſhread 
chem ſmall and boil them, eirher in ſtrong bear, ale, cr 
ſtrong maulred water , and while ir js hor, ler the Patients 
hold their head over it, and be careful they rake no cod at+ 
terwards. 


Concerning Catapl iſms. 


Cataplaſmes are ofr-times uſed to help cure Agues and 
ſometimes to apply unro the feer ro. draw from the head, 
ane more eſpecially in ſuch infirmitics and defects wherein 
the Nerves and arteries are concerned heing ldid to the pulſe, 
neck, and other parts of the hody, as occaiion is offered, I 
commonly uſe them in convulſions , 'appoplexies /palpitatt- 
ons, and ſuch like diftempers. The way ro make them 1s 
thus, you muſt make choice of ſuch herbs according unto 
their virtues and numbers, which are good to cure the grie 
as you ſhall find if'this book, ſhread them (m:a!l and pound 
them in a mortar, with a quancity of _whire Sat, ard a few 
railons, honey, 4 litle Yenws turpentine , or burgelary

T'S generally called the Kings- Evil,In repardit pleaſed God 
to give the Kings of this Nation that prear gift of curing 
theſe kinds of infirmirics:'Tis not as many fooliſhly doimagine; 
called the Krngs-Evrl in regard of any fins by them committed, 
and fo for that caule ir ſhould fall upon the SubjeR: for the Evil 
1s diretly from rhemclves occaſioned by ſome extraordinary 
diſtemper of the brain, and ſo from thence diſperſed by the 
Nerves into ſeveral parts of the body ſometime I have known 
it fall into the Eves and ar other times into the Neck and 
Throat with white kernels, ſwellings ; and ſometimes "twill be 
in any other parrs of the body and the ſwelling is alwayes/ 
white. Now in regard that Chyrurpgions and Doors in tor: 
mer times were ignorant, not only of rhe Cauſe. but alſo of 
the way of curg by reafon it Jay wholly in the Nerves, for 
theſe kinds of Evils coming wholly from the Brain as afere- 
ſaid : at the firſt beginning never toucheth upon! the Fleſh, 
Erain, or Blood only the Nerves are puffed up and riſeth in 
kernels white, whereupon ſuch applications which uſual!y cur- 
ed other ſwellings were clear antipatherical unto theſe kinds 
of ſwellings, and rather increaſed than any way diminiſhed 
their pain: Thave cured many of this kind of Evil alſo, as 
is well known unto many in the Country. Many times it fal- 
leth outto be_in rhe Oprich-Nerves, and then the Eyes are in 
a very fad condition. About a year a go I cured the Daugh- 
ter of one Fohbn Alexander,living in Mortimer in the County of 
Berhs, (he was taken in both Eyes, they were ſo cloaſed np, 
har ſhe could nor endure to have them opened whereby to 
apply any remedy, ſhe lay thus above f1x moneths quite blind, 
beſides what time the grief was drawing on before, and the 
more rhey- rampered wich her the worle ſhe was; at length 
they were fearful that her Eyes would periſh in her head, 
"J(as it frems one Maids did who was of their acquaintance. ) 
whereupon they came ro me ond having agreed upon the 
Iprice for tl.e cure, I did undertake and perform it in abour @ 
URoneths ſpace ; the manner how I did peiforn; i: [ t}a!l re.

tudes periſhed through theſe kinds of Evils, by rea'on (as I ſaid 
before) that Doftors and Chyrurgeons were ignorant of the 
true cauſe of the diftemper,and ſo by conſequence of the cure; 
whereupon it pleaſed God to give this gifr of healing, firſt, 
unto King Edward the 1, who for his piery was called the 
Confeſlor, who was the firſt Engliſh King, who ſucceeded af- 
ter the Deans wete extinguiſhed, and after him ſucceſſively 
this great gift hath continued unto the Kings of this Nation: [I 
ſhall now proceed ro ſet forth the way of cure, not only of 
this mans Daughter in queſtion, but alſo how to cure it in 
_ part of the body, provided it be raken in hand in time, 
before the Nerves, Fleſh. and Bones are periſhed, for in length 
of time, if it be not cured, 'ewill get into the Fleſh, Bones, and 
Blood : and then in the end, commonly that Limb or Meraber 
of the Body, be it arm, foo:, legg, and (ometiimes thigh and 
all is cut off: The way of curing this Maides cye, was as fol- 
loweth.

fort the brain 3 for the Sun hath predomirancy over the brain, 
as | haveſhewed elſewhere : ſce allo theſe herbs being under 
te Dominion of rhe Sun hath the like ſympatherick vertue to 
comfort the brain : accordingly alſo 1 made choice of a le- 
ic& number of ſolary herbs tro make a Dyer-drink by way of 
decottion; and likewiſc ro make an oyl to annoynt th brain, 
But unto the Eyes I applyed only Celandine-water, given in 
2 finall rinture of Roman-Vitriol; bur at the firſt beginning 
of the Cure, I did for a tew dayes apply raw-freſh meat to 
'the powl or Neck to help dry and divert the humour from 
the Eyes; by this means through Gods b!efling ſhe was ſoon 
recovered, Now the way to cure this kind of Evil when 
It {erlech in any other part of the body, is as followeth, You 
muſt in the firſt place make ule of three Solary Herbs, as 
aforeſaid, tro wear about their neck: allo you muſt make 4 
bath of Solary Herbs, according unto the number before 
mentioned, belonging unto che Sun, and being gathered at che 
rightPlanetary hour:alſo out of che ſame herbs, you muſt make 
an oyntment, and once a day you muſt bath the place gric- 
ved pretty hot, and then immediately with this oyntment 
anoynt it, and keep it moderately warm, you muſt be ſure

lare before 1 conclude, Tdo find thar informer ages mules 
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4 to make choice of ſuch ſolary. herbs, which gte eſteemed 


good for the brain and nerves, as you will find in this Book 
elſewhere : I ſhall relate one Example , This year I cured a 
Maid, who was the only daughter of Mr: Wenry Bulftrode, li- 
ving in Warfield Pariſh in the County of Berks, ſhe had the 
evil in her car and right ſide of her head, being moſt: griev+ 
ouſly palned therewith : Her Father tryed many Doors and 
others to his great coſt and charge, but inſtead of mending 
ſhe grew worle every day than other, and the more they 
tampered with her, the moreſhe was afflifted 3 the ſwelling 
was white, ſhe was in this condition about nine moneths ;

about rherime, when I began to write this book,in nno 1657. 
forrhe fat? heing in a lone place was obſerved to ſtoop and 
1nploy her iclf in digging or making a hole in the carth. Now 
EY after ſhe was gone, they went to the place, and 
there found an image like a man with a thorn prickt into it, 
ar which time there was a man in the Pariſh , who was in 
great roxmenting pain in one of his limbs, which by compare 
did anſwer ro that limb prickt with a thorn into the image - 
and when they took forth the thorn, the man had prelent calc, 
bur-when they pur the rhorn in again the man was tormenred. 
When wirchcraft is wrought only by image prickr as afore- 
faid, *the Patient is uſually pained outwardly, in one limb , 
member, or pare of the body and rhe ſwelling if any is uſt- 
ally white : There is no pain whatſoever more tormenting, 
thanic,and commonly ſach pains are white ſwellings ; and u- 
ſually with moſt people called evils or Taker, not thinking 
from whar cauſe it cometh. Yer l am of opinion and do find 
ty egperience, 'thar all whire ſwellings are not luch-evils, 
which tomerh from evil perſons, for ir may proceed from 
lome-exrraordinary diſtemper of the nerves, ſuch as is the evil 
adSimtonly called the Kings evil, das T have already declared.Its 
obſervable thar-in #} kmds of evil,the more rhey are remper- 
ed with the worſe they are; for excepr the right way of reme- 
dics be applyed, ye Patienc will be but the more tormented: 
I knowmany have loftrheir limbs and ſometimes life, and 
all in regard thole who have undertaken to cure them, be- 
ing unskilkd in tht way of Aſtrolopy' copld not effe& the 
cure. I have cured mgny, who have been taken in this con- 
tions and to my knawledge have never failed, where the 
Patient was-cureahbte but when the bones, fincws, nerves, and 
axeenies,” and {let} 15 periſhed before, one beginsy and joynts 
d&fl>vcarcd. thenthere; can be no perfect cure ex {Aden , 4l- 
though ſome good. rh1y be wroughr' in ſtaying farther pro- 
ceeduips: There is no grief or infirmiry whatſoever, bu: 
may through Witchcraft and Sorcery, by the help of the De. 
vil be Kronpht upon the bodies of men and beaſt, and I coufd 
inſtance many, which I have cured, I ſhall mention ewo ex- 
ampics :- The firſt being; a cure done upon 4 Maid living at 
Newton near Newherpitithe County of Berks, ſhe lay two years 
bed-ridaand could wap ricither hard-nor foor; her father gold. 
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Me he had tryed many Doors, which coft him above an 
undred pounds, but ſhe was never the better, but rather the 
Worle 3 ſhe rook no ſuſtenance, ſave orely verjuice poſſer , 
For if at any time ſhe rook oughtelſe, ſhe ſoon did vomir jt 
up all, her body and limbs outward, were taken inthe nature 
of a dcad Palfic and her inward ua with a grear ſtop at the 
breaſt and ſtomack, her Fathertold me the cime when ſhe firſt 
rook her bed. by which 1 creed a Scheme, and according 
unto the rules of Aſtrolopy, T rold her Father, I found ſhe was 
raken either by Witchcrafror Sorcery, if not horh, and that 
was thereaſon why the drug Dottors. could not help her; I 
underrook the cure ar a price, and within cight weeks, I re- 
covered both her hody and limbs, and ſhe hath continued 
well ever fince, 1t heing above nine years ago, fince rhe cure 
was done. The Way how to cure either Witckcraft or Sorcery is 
ſer down in another place inthis Book. 
The Cure was effefe/|. 
In the firſt place T endeavoured 10 affli4 the Witch; and then by 
det drinks and ointmencs made of planetary herbs antipatbe- 
11eal unto rhe aff; &iug planet (being Saturn) gathered ar the 
plagerary hours, their qualities, virrues, and numbers, corre- 
tpondirg; the herbs uled were under rhe dominion of rhe 
Sunand Fupiter. Icappeareth that both Witchcraft and Sot- 
cery hadbeen wrought upon the Maid, by reaſon that both 
her [imbs 6nrward, and body inward, ' were aftii&ed as afore-, 
ſaid. 0bjeFizn,1f Witchcraft workerh alone only but upon one 
liml> or member of the hody as before is declared'; then how 
cometh it ro paſs, that her whole body and limbs generally 
were thus made uſelcis, To which I anſwer that if the thorn, 
pin or needle were prickt in the head, when the ſ1gn that is the 
Moon was in«.4ries, and that the infortuncs as inſtance Satarn 
were in bad aſpett unto her (as probable it was) when the 
Witch firſt began her miſchief, then it might unhappily work 
miſchief or damage unto the whole hody : for icftanderh by 
good reaſon that if the brain, which 1s the ſountain from 
whence the Nerves doprocecd be opprefied, rhat then the mo- 
tion of the who'e bedy muſt needs be obſtruHtedfor theNerves 
which is aſmal! ring that runneth under the veins through- 
out the whole frame of the body procceding from the brain 
are the onely ſenſitive part of Motion ; Inſomuch that if a Chi- 
rurgion happen to prick a nerve, when he letteth any ane, 
blood, the limb will be in danger to be uſcleſs, and I heard 
of two, who loſt the uſe of their arms thereby When T liv - 
cd in Oxf51 4, and as it farcth with the body tobe ſerceleſs, 
and fo uſele!s, when the brain and n:rves arc oppreſic x lo 
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ſkewiſe it fareth with the body, as being dead, and void of 

ife, when the heart and arteries \are oppreſſed, 1 
ſhall inſtance one example hereof, about eight or nine years 
ago I cured a Maid, whoſe name was Mary Boyer, ſhe was a- 
bout eighteen years of age, her Father, rogether with this 
maid did live in Glaſſenbury, being above eight miles from my 
mace. he brought her to my houſe where I now dwell to 
be cured ; her condition was as followcth, Every day near 
the ſame hour ſhe was taken with a great pain and prickin 

at her heart, and then immediately, ſounding firs followed. 
laſting ewoor three hours z ſhe was above twelve moneths in 
this cendition beforeT undertook the cure; and as her Fa- 
ther told me, he had been at great charge going afrer many 
DoQors, and yet notwithſtanding, was rather worſe, than any 
whit amended, and no he how can any Dottor cure 
luch diſtempers, when they are ignorant of the canſe, for 
Witchcraft or Sorcery can no way be diſcovered, nor yet cu- 
red, but by the way of Aſtrelogy, except a Miracle be wrought, 
"ristrue, God can do what he pleaſeth ; but I never knew,or 
heard of any Man or Beaſt that was cured (ſince the Apoſtles 
times) that were bewitchedzany other way, than by the Aſtro- 
logical way of Phyſick : and 'tis a great mercy, that God 
is pleaſed to raiſe up, and to give knowledge untoa mortal 
man to do it; for, alrhough the afflitions of this kind com- 
eth from the Devil and his inſtruments, which we common- 
ly call evils or rakes, yer the cure cometh by, and through 
Gods bleſſing upon the honeſt induſtry of the Aſtrologers and 
Philofophers,who are the men only acquainted with theſe kinds 
of cures: and as it pleaſerh God to ſuffer the Devil and his 
Inſtruments the Witches to affli& his people, by reaſon of 
their negle& of duty and Prayer : (o again, it pleaſerh God 
through Prayers joyned with lawful means, to take off their 
power, and to return the evil back from whence ite came, 
and ſo to have their infirmities and diſeaſes cured : theſe 
Cures are not done as many fooliſhly do imagine, by ſuch 
who are called white Witches, for the white Witches and the 
black Witches are all one, as I ſhall make appear, and tis but a 
mce: cheat or delufion,for the one Witch by image or meddel 
atflicts the Patient by thorn. pin, or needle prickt into it, 
The other Witch being Confederate gives forth, that ſhe can 
cure, whereupon, when the Patient cometh, theſe two con- 
federatre Witches divides the gain, and the cure is quickly 
done, far tis but pulling forth the thorn or pin, out of the 
image, and the Patient is cored ; but | have known ſometimes 


when the Patients have been ill of long Cominuance _

ſo the grief being gorten into the fleſh, hones, blood, 
nerves, arteries and the like, that then they could not curd 
them, for then Bemedies proper made with planetary herbs,

T ſhall relate the manner how the Cure was effefled 
upon the Maid bef re mentioned, with ſome paſſa- 
ges which happened thereupon. | 


Jthe firſt place, for the incourapement of all ſuch who 
are converſant in daily Prayer unto God, I ſhall relate 
what I haye proved by many examples, for in all my Prac- 
tice, I could never find, that ever any man, or woman that 
did daily pray, eſpecially in the morning, were ever raken in 
the ſnare of Witchcraft that day: and this maid now in 
_ queſtion, was as a man may ſay, raken napping); I ſhall re- 
late the manner how ſhe became inſnared : bur firſt I 
ſhall declare, what happened berween her father, and, my 
ſelf concerning her devocion; after her fathtr and my ſelf 
were agreed about the Cure, I rold him, 'twas pitty that ſhe 
«+ did negle& her duty towards God, ſor if ſhe had uſed daily : 
Prayer, ſhe had never been brought into this condition 3 he 
anſwered, that to his knowledge that could notbe theſcauſc, 
for ſhe d1d uſuatly every morning pray, beſore ſhe went

by the ears concerning who ſhould be firſt vary ng 
rhe other maid Heing worſted vowed revenge ; and the ſame 
diy immediately afrer, ſhe was taken in this condition, as [ 
ſhall relate : now her Father told me, that the other maid 
lived with one who was much ſuſpe&ed to be a Witch, and 
according unto my Figure which was ſer for the day and hour 
when ſhe was firſt raken in this condition, I found, that ſhe was 
afflited by the Planet Saturn, Lord of the twelfth, which is the 
houſe of Witchcraft, which Planer, according unto the rules 
of Aſtrology did exa&tly perſonate rhe ſuſpeted Wirch, The 
power of Wirehcrafr was ſo ſtrongly wrought upon this maid, 
that for twelve moneths rogether ſhe could not go into any 
bed until after midnight ; beſides her daily fits, which uſually

for ſhe was mnch troubled with priping pains in her bel'y 
and itomack, whereas formerly (i) e was healthful : now the 
way uſed for the curing of this maid, was as followeth, firſt,

made with ſuch herbs which were agreeahle to her condiric 

to be raken an hour after ſhe had raken her dyer-drink every 
morning as indeed we uſually do in all. diſtempers, according 
unro which rules before going this maid was well and perſe&-: 
ly cured within ren weeks, notwithſtanding, ſhe way above 
twelve monerhs in this condition before ſhe came unto me ; 
and notwithſtanding, herFarther as he told me had eryed ma- 
ny Dottors ro his great charge, for as in this, ſg in all other

ly her griping pains in her belly, but alſo, did very much lef- 
ſen the extream groth of her body : The way which I uſed 
for her recovery was, by decottions,oyntments .bathes, ſweats

mingled with ir, as appearcth by the whey before mentioned. 
For 'tis the Devils policy, cither by this means to dete them 
or otherwiſe by totment to bring them unto their ends : far 
the devil well knoweth, that when the blood or vrine of the 

'. patient is burned, that the Witch will he affiited, and rhen 
they wi:l defire ro come to the place, for to pet eaſe, for by 
the ſmell chereof, their pain is mitigated by ſympathy ; even 
as by ſympathy, when the blood and urine 1s burning, they 
are tormented , yet ſometimes they, will rathcr indure; the 
miſery of it than appear, by reaſon country people oft. times 
will fall upon them, and ſcratch and abuſe them ſhrewdiy.

h';her Planet happen ro be Retrograde,that is, going backward 
[1 motion, rhen the higher Planet may he ſaid, ro ſcparate trom 
a l-\wer 3; Now if on rhe contrary you find, (hit neither the 
E-rd of the Aſcendanr, or ſecond houſe ; or Lord of part of 
Formne, or Lord of the houſe of the M20nR ar of his term, doth 
Spar re from orher Planers, hr that other Planets doth ſepa. 
rare from them, then we may conclude, that the Cattle os 
ting loft is ftoln, if the ſeparations he near equal, thenthe 
Pluralhty of reftimonies muft he regarded ; if you find by the 
rvles hefure going, that th- Catt'c or rhing miſt, is ſtraid or 
calually loſt, and norſtoln ; rhen you muſt have regard to rhe

by the ſtrongeſt; and rhe!) obſerve the nature of the Sign, whe« 
rher Fiery, Farthy, Airy, or Watery, and what places they rc. 
preſents and then v5ſerve, wherker the Planets be in Angles, 
ſuccedant or cadent hauſes and whether in moveable, fixt,or 
common Signs; and how many Sigrs or Deprees there is, be- 
ewixe the Atcendant and Planer which repreſenteth the Cat- 
ele loſt, and [co judge accordingly, fixt S1gns, and cadent Hou . 
ies alwaycs figniie the greareſt diſtances, and we uſually alow 
for every fixt Sig, tour files; for common ſigns, and ſucce. 
dant 
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dant houſes we uſually allow ſomewhat above half ſo mtch 
as we do ſor fixt ſigns, that is about two miles and a half for 
eveſy common Signz moyeable Signes and Angles ſheweth 
the Cattle ro be near the place, and for every moveable Sign, 
we uſually allow but half a mile : Now had the goods loſt 
been Gold Rings, or Gold, Plate, or Silver, or Linnen, or Pre- 
riovs Sones, as Rubics, or Diamonds, or the like; then we 
maſt rake notice, what Sign the Lord of the ſecond is in, and 
likewiſe, what ſign the part of Fortune is in, and his Lord ;

if in Airy Signes, then above ſtaires or in ſome high place. 
ut if on the contrary,by the rules aforeſaid you find the thing 
ſtole, then the deſcription of the thief, and what hecatne of

vpon ſeveral Dottors and others but they could do her no

after, with Dyer-drinks, bathes and oyntments, this Maid was 
perſeRly recovered both of her health, and limbs $4 notwith- 
ſtanding, for a year paſt, ſhe could nat move from the middle 
downwards, her limbs being uſeleſs, and of no ſtrength, ex- 
cept during the time of her fics, and then ſometimes ſhe 
would he very ſtrong,and at otherrimes ſeemingly dead, (ptsc- 
ing ar the mouth, fomerimes ſhe would ſhreek,cry,and groan, 
ſometimes crawle abour the room, as in part I have befofe re- 
lared : I ſhall relate one paſſage more which happenec, con- 
ſtantly in the time of her firs, there was alwayes brought unto 
her three pins and bur one at a time, at the receipt thereof ſhe 
[eemad to rejoyce ard fnile, ſaying, a5 and then preſfantly 
ſhe would pur the pin into her mouth, which when her Fa- 
ther and Mother perceived, they would irſtntily per it from 
her, fearing ſhe ſhould choak her (elf with it ; ſometimes they 
were much troubled to get ic from her, for ſhe would be very 
unwilling to part with ic; they ſhewed me a box near full of 
them for ſhe had three browghe ber every night during twelve 
moneths ; and rhat night when I caſt the Pevil forch of her 
ſhe had two brought her in my preſence hurt no more ever af- 
rerwards ; alſo "Twas obſervable, that dwijng the time thar [ 
was'imployed ahour this buſineſs, there was ſeen by my.,peo- 
ple and ſervants three Women to walk at out the houſe, and 
more eſpecially. near the Window where I was imployed, 
which women her Father did judge were three ſuſpetea 
witches, who had ſpake ſome words, and were afterwards pro- 
ſecured by the Maids Father, one of, them dyed, as I was in- 
tormed ar the Priſon in Wincheſter, and wear became of the 
other two I know not, tor I never inquired more afre1 
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I ſoall rom proceed to ſit [with the way and manner 
bow I did eat forth» dumb Spirit ont of owe who 
was poſſeſſer!, as foll pert. : 

Hat which confirmed me and others of this Maid now 1n 
queſtion, of her being poſleſſed of + Dumb Spirit, was 
in regard that ſhe conld not ſay or once name God, Jelus 

Chriſt, nor yer endurc to pray, or ſufter any one elle either 

to pray, or repcat any Sacred words or expreſſions, but that 

immediately ſhe was tormented, and ſometimes would Fall 
down dead : This Spitit would not anſwer to any queſtibn 

a: che other ſpeaking Devil did, not yet fuffet the Maid: 

tn her firs ſhe was alwayes dumb and filent, her firs uſually 

bepan about five a clock in the morning, ' and Jaſted four 
hours, during which rime ſhe would not utter one word, hut 

wor 14 ſometimes leap about with her arms and legs like a 

Frog, ſometimes ſhe would play cop-head, over and oyer 3 

ſometimes with all rhe might ſhe had, ſhe would knock her 


head againſt the Beds-poſt or Wall, which was neareſt.” 
Alſo being in a Chamher ſhe would ſtrive to ger to the ſtairs. 


thar ſo ſhe might through her ſelf down. Now the way 
which I uſed ro caſt forth this dumb Spirit, was as follow- 
eth, In the firſt place the room being made_fo cloſe as I 
could with conveniency, [ made a fume of ſuch ſolary in-

repeared rhe ſame wayes as aforeſaid. But this dumb Spirir 
would nor come forth until the third Sabbath day : Notwith- 
ſtanding, was near three hours every time in attion,& during 


'all the rime I was implyed in this bufineſs,ſhe would be much . 


a{ti&ed ; upon the third Sabbath day betwcen the hours afore- 
{aid, this dumb Spirit came forth in a kind of vomir, no ſha 

or form of any thing appearing, after which, by dyer drink 
and oyritment made of Planetary herbs, antiparherical to 
tie aftiiftine Planer, ſhe was ſoon recovered and never had 
any more fits after the third Sabath day before mentioned. 
Nate, Thar dvmb Spirics arc far more difhcult to be caſt forth 
than thoſe which ſpeake : and that was the only reaſon 
why 1 took te benefit of thoſe 1.ours upon each Sabbath

Chap. of the 
At: of the Apoſtles, there you ſhall find, that one Sevah a 
7ew had ſeven Sons-who were exorciſts, or Conjurers,theſe 
fo!lowing Peul and the Apoſtles, and hearing tie words 
which they uſed, aſſayed ro do the like, preſuming to caſt. 
forth a Deyil out of @ne who was poſleſt, ſaying, I adjure you 
by Teſus, whom Paul Preacheth to come forth, but the evil Spi- 
rit anſwered and faid, Feſus I bnow, and Paul I know, but who 
are ye? and the manin whom the evil Spirit war, fell upen them, 
heat them and tore all the cloathes from their backs, and with- 
cur queſtion pur them into a great fright, for we find, tha 
they all ſeven ran our of the houſe wounded, and naked,and . 
glad (I warrant you ) that they eſcaped fo, this at of theirs 
was noiſed abroad , and alſo known throughout all the City 
of Epheſus, and fear fell on them all, inſomuch, rhart I belieye 
never any Fer dupſt to aitempt any ſuch thing afterwards un- 
to this day ; for St. Mark faith plainly, Theſe Signes ſhall onl;

an Ague wine years, being brought ſo low therewith, rthar ſhe 
was not able to go without help, ſhe had without queſtion 
#5 ſhe rold me, taken many ghings for ir, but without ſucceſs, 
T find there are many reccipts þz Authors ſex forth in Print,bur 
T could never find any certaingy in them ? I dare f[ay, there 
are ſo many wayes invented for the curipg of Agnes, as there 
are peeple ſick of them ; there can,beno certainty in curing 
of theſe kinds of Agues, or daily firs, qr griefs , except 
jr he done by the Bules of  frology, for many reaſons, fog 
ſome *are ?ffiited ender the Planet Satwrn. and then their firs 
will be moſt of cold : others are aflifted under Mary, ar 
then their fits will be moſt of heat: and ſome are affiited 
under both Planets, viz. Saturn, and Mars, and rien their firg 
will he never equal both in cold and Heat. Secondly, ſome: 
times the affliting Planets are weak in the Heavens, and ſme. 
times (trong, which muſt de conſidered in the cure Thirdly, 
the Age and Comp)eRion of the Patient muſt be raken Notice 
of. Laſtly, you muſ} by a Fi, ure diſcover whether any Wirch- 
craft or Sorce'y hath heen wrought vpon the Patient, or from 
what natural cavfe the ſickneſs began I ſhall now brietly 
diſcover the reaſon of each kind of Ague, .or Quotidian Infir-

daily begin to affiiA the Patient near the ſame hour :. Now 
vpon obſervation vpon all theſe kinds of daily Agues or In- 
firmiries before mention ed. I conttantly fird, that the' Sign 
Aſc ending, at or ncar the beginning of each fir, rogether with 
its 


its Lords doth exaRly perſonare the ſick, and without doubt 
:was their proper Aſcendant at their Birth, by vertue ol

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well what I have written yon need not doubt of curing all kin
